A well-established condition of ar¬ 
teriosclerosis is made apparently by 
the rigid and tortuous condition of 
the arteries which, to the touch, feel 
like a string of beads. The earlier 
symptoms are less definite and often 
are so slight as to pass unnoticed. 

These symptoms arise from a di¬ 
minished blood supply, resulting from, 
the thickened condition of the arter¬ 
ies which reduces their inner capacity. 
Naturally, symptoms vary according 
to parts of the body which are being 
deprived of a normal blood supply. 

Thus, if the arteries supplying the 
brain are affected, there will be in¬ 
creasing Idas of memory, inability to 
sleep properly, defectiveness of judg¬ 
ment, irritability and despondency. In 
the aged, sufferers are restless, even 
delirious, during the night. During 
the day they are drowsy. 

Breathing Affected 

Arteriosclerosis affecting the heart 
produces notable changes in the con¬ 
dition and functioning of that organ. 
The change is likely to be shown first j 
by a shortness of breath. The attacks 
come on suddenly at night. Sometimes 
the patient is afraid to go to sleep, j 
At others the attacks resemble 
bronchial asthma. In cases where the j 
muscle of the heart is much affected, j 
or there is a coronary defect, there 
is likely distress in front of the heart. ;

These strips 
are stretched on the^grbuifd, covered 
with a little soil and soaked with 
water. The paper dissolves into the 
earth taking the seed and fertilizer 
with it and. it is claimed, grass ap¬ 
pears in four or five days. A method 
of easy grass growing has been 
sought for centuries.

LONDON A law requiring British 
children to attend school until they 
arc 15 years old, instead of 14, be¬ 
came effective recently. 

The Ministry of Education estimat¬ 
ed that about 130,000 children, who 
ordinarily would be permitted to 
leave school, would return to their 
classrooms when the fall term opens. 

Government leaders insisted on 
raising the school age despite the 
serious manpower shortage. They 
termed the step an "investment in 
the Ration’s future.” Approximately 
390.000 children will reach the age of 
14 this year, according to the Educa¬ 
tion Ministry. 


Heredity appears to be a factor, in 
this disease, while typhoid fever and 
rheumatism have long been thought 
to produce changes in the arteries.

A kitchen Garden 

It is a good plan to have the small¬ 
er vegetables growing in a plot right 
near the kitchen door. Here they will 
be handy, especially when one wants 
to get a few onions or lettuce in a 
hurry, and it is amazing how much 
produce one can glow in such a 
space. 

As a matter of fact, for the aver¬ 
age smaller gardener it is best to 
grow all the beets, beans, lettuce, 
radish, carrots, etc., in rows close to¬ 
gether in a kitchen garden of this 
kind than in longer rows out in the 
main garden. The latter, of course, is 
used for big. bulky crops like corn, 
potatoes and peas and possibly the 
main crops of beans, but the heavily 
planted, often cultivated kitchen plot 
near the house is an ideal location for 
the other stuff. Located close to the 
house cne can often spend odd min¬ 
utes in cultivating and weeding when 
it would not be practical to make a 
trip out into the big garden. When¬ 
ever possible this kitchen garden 
should be located where it can be 
watered in very dry weather. 
Transplanting 

Watering is one of the secrets to 
successful transplanting. Boxes of 
bedding plants and nursery stock 
should be kept moist and when con¬ 
tents are sot out. water should be 
added. Roses, shrubs, vines and trees

Provision of these 
vessels was laid down in the interna¬ 
tional agreement drawn up by the 
provisicnal international civil air or¬ 
ganization which was s^ned last;

FOR CHILDREN 
WHO SKIP SCHOOL 


FILMS DEPICTING WILDLIFE OF CANA! 
NATIONAL PARKS BEING TELEVISED 


A new development In visual edu¬ 
cation dealing with wildlife in Can¬ 
ada’s national parka took place In 
Washington* D.C., recently when 
films showing beaver in Prince Al¬ 
bert National Park. Saskatchewan, 
were televised from the United States 
Capital. Some of the beaver shown 
were “Little Brothers" of the late 
Grey Owl who occupied a cabin on 
the shores of Ajawaan Lake in the 
park. The films depict beaver build¬ 
ing dams and houses, and storing 
food for the winter. 

Television opens up an important 
field in the realm of wildlife educa¬ 
tion. The family life and habits of 
wild creatures in their native habitat, 
always make fascinating reading.’But 
to actually see a beaver at work, a 
bear playing with her cubs, or an un¬ 
gainly moose brow sing in the willows, 
adds immensely to the interest of the 
story. 

Children, and grown-ups too, who 


have not yet had en oppOTtunity to 
visit Canada’s national parks may 
derive a keener appreciation ot the 
word “sanctuary", when they observe 
wild creatures behaving in a natuial 
manner before the camera, little per¬ 
turbed by the presence of humans. 
They also get a better understanding 
of conservation practices which are 
part of the national parks idea and 
purposes. 

Most people are intrigued by the 
sight of creatures of the wild living 
in natural surroundings. Canada's 
great outdoor museums of wildlife 
will continue to rank among her chief 
tourist attractions, and any new de¬ 
velopment that will make them bet¬ 
ter known in the United States is of 
special interest to Canadians. • 

The televising of films depicting 
wildlife in Canada’s national parks 
will also further emphasize the fact 
that the only kind of “shooting" per¬ 
mitted in these areas is with the 
camera. 


OTTAWA. — Children who skip 
school regularly don’t get family al¬ 
lowances.

Before the war. a Royal Commission investigated Can¬ 
ada's prison system and that of other countries, and had the war not come, 
it is probable that steps would have been taken long before this to act upon 
some of the recommendations for improvements in Canada’s penal system 
handed down by this Commission. During the war, lack of money, trained 
personnel and other essential factors made it impossible for action to be 
taken in this matter, but now that many of the obstacles have been remov¬ 
ed.. there are many people who are most anxious that the question of prison 
reform should again be given earnest consideration.

Mr. Justice J. C. McRuer, who is Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Ontario and president of the 
Canadian Bar Association, was a member of the 
Royal Commission investigating Canadas prison 
system, and he is one of those who are in favor of changes in our present 
methods of dealing with criminals. In a recent public address on this sub¬ 
ject. Chief Justice McRuer recommended the reorganization of the personnel 
in prisons, planned segregation of confirmed criminals, the development of a 
comprehensive adult probation system and an organized system of rehabili¬ 
tation. He also suggested the creation of a department of government which 
would investigate the causes of crime, study ways and means of crime pre¬ 
means of prevention.

There are many people who are of the same opinion 
as Chief Justice McRuer in regard to the need for 
reform in Canada’s present penal system. The matter 
of dealing with first offenders and with juvenile de¬ 
linquents is of the greatest importance, for under conditions as they are now’, 
prison sentences for criminals of this class often mean that they come into 
contact with hardened criminals, and are themselves hardened, when they 
are in great need of intelligent correction. The question of rehabilitation of 
offenders upon their release from prison is also a most important factor in 
cutting down crime and increasing the social welfare of the country. It is 
probable that a great deal will be heard in Canada in regard to the need for 
prison reform in the near future, and it is a matter which deserves the con¬ 
sideration and interest of all responsible citizens.

Acid 1 envelope Royal Fast 
Rising Dry Yeast and 1 tsp. 
sugar to 1 c. lukewarm 
water. Stir and let stand lO 
minutes. Scald 1 c. milk, add 
5 tbs. sugar; add 2 tsp. salt 
and cool to lukewarm. Add 
to yeast mixture. Add 3 c. 
sifted flour and heat until 
perfectly smooth. Add 4 tbs. 
melted shortening and 3 c. 
more sifted flour, or enough 
to make easily handled 
dough. Knead well. Place in 
greased bowl. Cover and let 
rise in warm place until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 l a 
hours. Punch dough down 
in howl and let rise again 
in warm place until nearly 
doubled in bulk, about 40 
min.
